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Peonites 


The best time to transplant Peonies is from the begin- 
ning of September to end of October, as the plants receive 
the least shock at that time and get fairly well established 
before making the next season’s growth. They grow best 
in light, rich loam, but any good garden soil will produce 
good results. The ground should be well prepared, and 
while well-rotted manure is beneficial to them, it should in 
no case be applied directly to the roots. A good mulching 
will help them materially. The roots should be set so that 
the eyes are from 2 to 3 inches beneath the surface of the 
soil. Deep planting is the most frequent cause of blind 
plants. They never produce the best flowers until the 
second year after planting and should be left undisturbed 
for a few years. It is therefore advisable to plant them 
216 to 3 feet apart. Peonies are practically immune from 
diseases and if strong, healthy plants are procured, there 
is little tofear. The only insect that may attack the Peony 
is the rose chafer, and then only the late varieties. The 
best way to destroy them is by hand-picking.

Most satisfactory and useful hardy plants; they bloom 
at a time when there is little else, filling in the gap between 
the early and late flowering plants. Here again the hy- 
bridizer has been busy and the new varieties are a wonder- 
ful improvement not only in size, but also color and form. 
Whereas the old sorts had small flowers and the colors were 
limited to a few whites, mixed and magenta, we have now 
pure pink, lavender, scarlet, reds and enormously large 
flowered whites. While they can be planted in early 
Spring, Fall planting is advisable. Phloxes require good 
soil in order to do well and should be divided at least 
every third or fourth year. Their natural time of flowering 
is the end of July or August, but if it is desired to have 
them bloom later pinch back the tops before the buds 
have formed, this will retard their flowering season from 
three to four weeks.
